Dur- 
me its term of life, many events of 
erect unportance occurred and many 
changes in matters pertaining to 
ea: socal and business life have 
taken place. 

Probably the greatest achievement 
al the vear was the perfection of the 
system ot wireless telegraphy to 
such a degree that it became possi- 
ble to send an intelligent communi- 
cation across the Atlantic, a dis- 
tance of about 1,800 miles. 

The great advantage of this can 
not be determined at present. Here- 
tolore it has been necessary for us 
to iay an expensive cable, and in 
manv cases to build a ship purpos- 
cly to lev it, and the cost of main- 
timing was something enormous, 
making the charge for a message 
across the Atlantic twenty-five cents 
tor cach word when sent by individ- 
uals, and ten cents r word for 
press dlispatches. his will be 
changed greatly when wireless teleg- 
raphy is fully perfected and we look 
tor regular messages to be sent dur- 
ing the present year. 

Many new inventions have come 
to us during the year. While noth- 
ing ota very marked nature has 
been invented, many little conven- 
tences, some decided improvements 
in machinery and some chemical dis- 
coveries have made the year a pros- 
merous one in the scientific field. 

The nation as a whole has pros- 
pered. There have been a compar- 
atively small percentage of business 
failures, and few very large ones. 
The attairs of the government have 
gone on smoothly. Through the 
serious time of a change in our pres- 
ident by the hand of death, the 
change was made without in any 
wiv affecting the credit of the 
nation oreausing any decided change 
in the markets. Crops have been 
fairly good in most parts of the 
vonntry and only small vegetables 
have been scarce. 

We have been called upon to mourn 
the death of our President by the 
hand of an assassin. Stricken by an 
individual who was less than human, 
he was cared for by the nation and 
sincerely mourned by the people who 
had twice called him to the highest 
office in the gift of the nation. 

Another dark spot on the history 
of the vear is the Schlex-Sampson 
ine iur. Though he was not even 
present at the time of the battle, 
through intrigues in the department 
Admiral Sampson was given the en- 
tire credit for the defeat of the Span- 
ish eet under Cervera and over 
$25,000 in prize money, while Schley, 
who tought the battle almost single 
hand, has not been given any prize 
money. and has even had the honor 
of winning the victory taken from 
him by the Court of Inquity, two 
members of which do not know the 
meaning of actual war. It is but 
justice to say that Admiral Dewey, 
the only member of the court who 
knows what actual warfare is, gave 
Admiral Schley the full credit of 
winning the battle. What is more 
to the point, the people do the 
Sane.
